He knoweth 
that all the wozld is let vpon naughtineſſe, as 
Jobn witneſſeth. Therefoze arcozding fo 
Paules doſfrine, be ſerketh the thyngs 
— hee careth foz the things that 
are abone: he paſſeth not foꝛ earthly tbyngs, 
"A things that art put to him by tht 
world, whiche he is not ignoꝛant that hee res 
nounced in baptim, togither with all the 
pompes, allurementes and pleaſures thereof. 


Ind all thele things vothe the wel — 
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man ſkreyne him ſclfe to doe, vppon fruſt of 
Gods help. But yet fo2 all that, it is a thing 
of great vifficultie and laboz, by reaſon of i 
naughtineſſe and ſinfulneſſe that is thzough® 
ly ſettled and roofed in his cozrupt nature: 
wherethzough it commeth to paſſe, that loke 
what leawdneſſe and wickedreſſe lo euer the 
Wozlde occaſioneth and offereth , the Fleſhe 
dothe greedily catche holde of them out of 
hande without ſkicking at it. Foz the ſenſes

would calleth it, x gſueth no eareeythertothe 
onereinfjeofthe minde, oꝛto the commauns 
dementes of God: in ſo muche that Paule

Thus much hitherto, 
Now then that the wozld doth both marre 
with examples, and onde with ſtumbling⸗ 
blocks, toꝛ almuch as it is out of all doubt, J

dayts. J omi howe the world inhonozeth 
bytes with the names of vertues, ca ling wet 
libtralltit, vnſhamtlaſlneſſt, valyant cozage, 
ſtuboznes,ſoutnes:x _ aden 
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neſſe of wit.Confrariwiſe they deface berfurg 
with the names of vices: calling ſtayedneſſe, 
ſturdineſſe: thiiftinefle , nigarv]ineſſe:ſham= 
kaſtneſſe, ſheepiſhnes:mildenes,cowardlynes: 
and wareneſſe;fearefulneſſe. How manie bee 
there thinke you, which to eſchewe the repozte 
of tco much {paring and nigardſhip doe after 
tbeecample of other men,maynfayne'pzince- 
ly cheere, and fare foz a Pope, with al ſump⸗ 
tuouſneſſe and royaltie? Thus tbe woꝛld mi⸗ 
nyſtreth both cauſe t occaſlon, wherthzongh, 
thip that elſe woulde line ſoberly ; thziftily, 
and ſtayedly,vo line duerdaintily, tynely, . 
ſumptuouſly,to the intent to ſcape — 
Solikewile ye ſhal nde other ſome, which 
fo eſchew? p repoxtr of cowardlynes e faynt⸗ 
bartedneſſe,bycailſe it is coũted an vultemely 
thing fo: a man to be lo, wil ratbrt” revenge 
fiurie than loꝛgiue and foꝛget it, and rather 
go' to lawe than lole any peece of theit rigbt. 
Fox the woꝛld doth commonly terme patience 
—.— name bf cowardlyntiſt and lall⸗ 
—＋＋ deeme the deſire of trurnge to bea 
kinde of valiantneſfr and floutneſſe nierte fox 
a man. To de ſhozfe; after the fame fort there

This is he wh6 our ſauioꝭ witneſs 
ſeth in a tert aine place, bothe to haut bene a 
murtherer from the ning. and allo ta be 
a [yer, and the father ol Dyes, This is hee of 
whome John ſaith, The diuell finneth krom 
the beginning . This is botde the pzince of 
the world, as Chyiſt termeth dim in John: e 
allo the eftill, wherefro we deſire in the Loꝛds 
p2per to be deliuered. He therefoze (fo come 
fo the'matter ) not only'/tempteth vs ta tbe 
meant vices and wicked doings , luche as J 
bane reherſed alredy, and wherevato both the 
fleſhe ol it owne actom is fozeward, andthe 
wozld miniſtreth innumerable caules and oc⸗ 
callous:but alſo labozeth to dziue and intoꝛce 
bs to ſome greater ſinnes and hozribler wic⸗ 
kedneſſe, as Epicuriſh contempt of God, the 
neglecking of gods wad, vabeleefe, diſtruſt, 
often deſpayꝛe, falſe perſwaſlon of ourſelues, 
truſt of our owne ſtrength, wilfull ſtubom⸗ 
neſſe in euill,blaſpbeming of God, the tbſtan= 
ding of the knowen trutbe,bypocriſle, luper⸗ 
ſtition, Idolatrie, periurie,trealon, aduou⸗ 
trie, incelle, murther 2 of a mannes 
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owne katbher oꝛ mothecimpoyſonyng. witch- 
ctalt, and tber anůntte nne a t (ich wicked 
and vngodly dredes, as cannot be conteyned 
within ann number. e tabo2eth ta inkteblt 
our truſt in God and aiſo to weaken 02 ra⸗ 
ther to takt quite aaꝝ tbe hope of aur ſalua- 
tion and to qutuche out loue towardes God, 
and dar charitie tomardts our ntybaur, To 
bee ſhoꝛte, bee neuer leaucs aſſaulting ok vs 
both witbin and without: bee pteafſeth, and 
purſueth vs, and neuer giues vs any reſpite 
at all. Ind whomehe-cannot ouercame by 
ſodaint aſſault, them he indeuozech to tyꝛe W 
tong. continvance and with boldiag on fil. 
He pzompteth our mindes with filtby,ſham- 
ful, and wicked thanghtra, and inflameth vs 
with ſundꝛie hrates of luſkcs within: and af- 
terward he trumpetb fuch tbings in our way 
oatwardly,as may eaſily eyther coꝛrupt vs 
by example, o2 offend vs unwares eyther in 
woꝛd 02 'deede.

fokens. Therefoze of all things if is the har - 
deſt foz a man fo reſiſt his ſo ſundzy e greate 
temptations, vnleſſe god helpe our infirmity. 
Ind the diuel aſſalteth vs not only in reſpeif 
of the minde, that is to Witte, by pzouoking 
vs to innumerable unnes and by thzuſting vs 
beadlong oftentimes into moſt hozrible wic⸗ 
ked deeds: but alſo indeuozeth to p vttermoſt 
of his power, to hurt our bodies, to appaire & 
binder our helth, to pꝛocure ſickneſſes, to infeif 
the ayꝛe, to rayſe noyſome tempeſtes to ſtirre 
vp deadly warres, great vpꝛoꝛes, and trouble⸗ 
ſome (editions, and to miniſter cauſes and oc 
caſions of hatred, hartburning and enimitie 
both publique + pziuate, wherof diuers times 
doe riſe very great laughters. Ind he is not 
moze to be feared when he allaulteth vs open 
ly, than when be ſtealeth vpon vs as it were 
by vndermining: neither is be moze to be dzea 
ded when bee ſheweth himſelfe as he is, than 
when he franſfoumethbimſelfecas ſayth the as 
poſt{e)ints an angel of light. He dealethwith 
vs openly, when he goeth about fo dziue vs 
to outwarde ſInnes-and wicked deedes , AS 
rape;aduoutrie,inceſf, manſlaughter , witch- 
crafte,and ſuch like, Ind he ſtealeth bppqnvs 
by vndermyning, wyen he aſſapleth vs vn⸗ 
wares by lecrete traynes, making vs nagll- 
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gent and in manner careleſſe in hearing 
of gods woꝛde, and ſlowe and ſlouthfull in 
trew godlyneſſe and honeſt doings, as in 
the deedes of charitie, in pzaying to God, 
in giuing bim thankes , and in executing 
tutry man tbe dueties ok his owne vocation, 
and (o oppꝛeſſeth vs as it were in a ſleepe. 
And frewly Satans wplineſle in aſſaulting 
vs is wonderfull. Foz one while in temp. 
ting vs to ſinne. be ſpeaketh vs faire and ſmi⸗ 
leth vpon vs, lelling p beynouſneſſe of the of- 
fence, and taking away the feeling of Gods 
Wꝛath for ſinne , by remoning his gretuous 
thzeatnings out of our temembꝛanct, and not 
luſteting vs to minde the puniſhmentes that 
God bath erecuted vpon ſinners in old time, 
To bie ſhozte, bee maketh the ſinner care⸗ 
leſſe on all ſides, and (as ſayeth Cyprian) 
hee (@theth fo decciue, ſmileth to (mite , and 
allureth to kill. Dtherwbviles-on fbe con- 
frarie part, he wanderfully inhaunceth our 
ſinnes beyond all meaſare, and d2ineth vs al» 
moſte to diſpaire by the feeling of Gods dil⸗ 
pleaſure: he ſetteth befoze our eyes the exam» 
ples md puniſhmentesof other men. & thers 
vpon he biddeth vs gather what we our ſel- 
nes ought to loke tos, indeuering in cocluſis 

to bereut vs of all hope of fozgiueneſſe, & to 
OS dzawe 
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da bs to end les deſtrufi6 Thoſe vndou⸗ 
tedlp be p diuels fyzie darts, which S. Paule 
ſpeaketh of in the Epiſtle to the Epheſians. 

Alla this is a wonderfull wyle of the di» 
utl abone all the reſt. Foz like a crattſmay⸗ 
ſter and cunning koꝛger of ail miſcheefe as 
| heels when, be cannot, onercome vs by his 
owne feates, and by the vices that he pꝛono⸗ 
keth vs vnto:then labozeth he fo ouercome vs 
by our owne weldoings . O how dꝛeadkull 
an enimie ts hee, whiche maeth tuen vertue 
an occaſion offinning? Tits wil beco ne the 

pl iyner by an t ranple, Wyen he tempteth 
man to ſurkettin x and dzunteaneſle, if the 

| man yeldevato him, then bath he wonne him 
fo the fulfifling o? his luT,wiereofbee mini- 

ſtred matter vato him to perfozme it withal. 

Andik the partie withTand it, then daeth hee 

mare bim pꝛoude in bis bear, foz hauin ſa 
go ſtay of yimſeife, Ind (o the diuel ouers 
conmeth tuen in being ouercome. Likewiſe 
wien he goeth about to inflame a man with | 
loue of mony, if the mm take not god heeve 
bee ts like to kal into the crime of couefoule» 
neſſe, whiche (as ſaieth the Tpolkle) is the 
ſeruing of Jpoiles . But ifto ſpyte Sa» 
tan withall , hee become the bountyfaller 


and kynderharted to the pa2e, then ſhall 
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he hardly ſhift from ſwelling vp with ſome 
ſecrete pꝛide. Thus doth Satan comonly cut 
tuery mannes thꝛote with his owne ſwore, 
(as they lay: )and like a wily and oldt win- 
geras ht is, he maketh them to vſe bis owne 
trickes and ſuttle leyghtes. In flecizig from 
theſmoake men fall into the fyze. By reaſon 
whereof, he is no leſſe to ber feared when hee 
is ouercome, than when bee ouercommeth. 
Diuers times he fayneth himfelfe to be oner- 
thzown and out of ſtrengtb, to the intente to 
ſtep vp againe the fiercer. e runnes away to 
dzawe men into ambuſhe, an to giue them 
the counterbuffe unwarts. He giucth place 
openly, to vanquiſhe by ſtelth. To be ſhoꝛte. 
whom he cannot catch with ſweeteneiſe and 
dtligbt. him he compaſſeth with the conceyte 
and wel lyking of bis owne vertues. Hercok 
ſpꝛang this boſking of the pharilles: J am not 
a robber, a wꝛong dealer, noz an aduonterer. 
as other men are. J faſt twice a weeke: J 
Niue tithes of all that J haue. Rightly dotht 
Ambroſe in a certaine place warne vs, that all 
other vices pꝛeuayle by cuil deedes: but only 
pꝛpde is to be taken btede ok euen in wel do⸗ 
ings. Ind ſurely thert is not any man p can 
be readyynongh to beware of pꝛide. Euen 
vrrtut it elle cas J lapd) doth oftentimes oo 
= nilter 
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niſter occaſion to this vice, yea and it com- 
meth to paſſe diners times. that we vaũt our 
ſeluesto lofttly in youerwening of our own 
myldeneſſe, and in the humbling of our harts 
by bearing alowe ſayle: inſomuche that tuen 
in millykyng ok oure pꝛide, wir doe akter a 
ſozte [well ſecretely in oure ſelues koz miſ⸗ 
lyking ot eure pꝛide. Ind ſo wee fall info 
the ſame vice we ſhũned molt ok al. Ware⸗ 
ly therfoze muſt we wozke, warely muſt we 
pꝛeuent Satans temptations, and we muſte 
labour to efpye the intent and dukte of our 
molt wily enimie, yea and ( as ſaytth Saint 
Paule) to łknowe the very thooghtes and cõ⸗ 
ceits of Satan. What then ſhal a chꝛiſtiã mi 
do in ſo many;ſo diuers, and lo great afſaults 
o bis maſt merciles enimie?Sotbly be muſt 
flee to the maieſtie of God foz helpe, be muſte 
pꝛay without ceaſſing,and he mull with ear- 
neſt and bartieſapplication, beſeeche the eter⸗ 
nall God the father of oar Lozd and Saut⸗ 
our Jeſus Chzilt, to deliuer vs foz bis fonne 
our mediatour-and high pꝛieſtes ſake from p 
euill, whicbe neuer ceaſſeth one minute of an 
boure, but aſſaulteth vs continually : and not 
to ſuffer vs to fal oꝛ to quaile vnder tempta⸗ 
tion. Alſo we ourſelues putting from vs the 
ouertenderneſſe of our hartes, muſt with —

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- gular ſfantneſſe reſiſt the Dluel that aſſapleth 
vs, & mapnteyning warre againſt him vpon 
aſſurance of gods helpe,beware of the ambuſ- 
thes p he hath layde redy foꝛ vs, and not gine 
him any occaſion to (et vppon vs vnwares: 
Mozeoner,let vs call to mindep examples of 
the ſaints that haue w od y Dinel manfully 
t᷑ the puniſhmẽts p baue bin executed vp6 ſin» 
ners, the greeuous thzeatnings of the holye 
ſcriptures:Þ in ſo doing we may by the helpe 
of p boly gboſt,be able to overcome the tfp- 
tations of p Diuel the eaſelyer, x to vanquifh 
our moſt luttle enemy, who aſſaulteth vs, not 
only by bimſelfe, but alſo by the wozlde, and 
Chiefly by our owne fleſh, that is to ſay, by 
our own ſelues and in our owne ſrlues.

reffies in lexing to lubdue them. In pract he 
is llye, in perſecution violent. Therkoꝛe my 
dettebeldued bꝛethꝛen, our minds muſt ſtande 
armed x weaponed,as wel againſt all the di⸗ 
vels deceitkull Cights,as againſt all bis open 
manaces , as readie alwayes to fight againſt 
bim, as our enimit isalwayes redie to allayle 
bs. Thus much ſayeth faint Cyprian. 
And tbis enimit is fo much moꝛe to be kra⸗ 
red tben p fleſh oz þ wozld, not only bycaule 
he alniof neuer death fo aſſault vs on al ſi⸗ 
des al our life long, but allo putteth vs to our 
plundg? af 5 point of death, when we be reas 
dit to gine'vp 5 gbolt. At þ which inſtant te 
labozeth to dꝛiue vs to viſpapte by letting dur 
ſinne s bekoꝛe dur eyes, t by inhauncing tbem 
wonderfully about meſute. Mozebuer, at the 
ſame time, he bzingeth impoztunately to our 
remkbzante, the iudgmentltate of b Loꝛd, the 
toꝛmkts of hell, the fire þall neuer be quen⸗ 
cved,$ kurthermoꝛe Gods rigour, the exams 
ples of Goddes dzeadfull wzath in puniſhing 
of ſinners, that he may dꝛiue the w2etched ma 
to diſpayze of his ſaluatis. Tifo he caſteth in a 
chokepeare to make him dout of gods mercit, 
and putteth perilous thougbtes in bis hrade, 
of pꝛedeſtination. To be ſhoꝛt, de ſtriueth to 
Weaken the belcefe of thethynges that are 
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to bt beltued, and maketh to cal al the whole 
do{trine of our Religion into doubt: that he 
may ſo at length thzowe bim beadlong into 
endleſſe damnation. O if he perceiue hym 
ſelfe to win nothing that wap:then be tranſe 
fozmeth himſelfe into an Jngelof light, and 
whom be could not perchaunce dꝛiue to diſs 
papꝛt. vim he ſtirreth vp to a certaine vngod⸗ 
ly ſelftruſf,and to a pꝛeſuming vpon bis own 
deſertes,and ſo laboureth to oppzeſſe him vn⸗ 
wares With care leine ſſe, pea and tuen ſkan⸗ 
ding in a kond conceyt of bis own god deds, 
Ok the whiche matter,fozaſmuch as J baue 
ſpokt᷑ ſufficiently in my boke of the comkoꝛ⸗ 
ting offhe ſick, J wil adde no moꝛe ol it here, 
Tele art almoſt al p things p came to my 
mind c6cerning the confliff of p Chaiſten mi 
againſt the flech, the wozld,x the dinel, which 
I thought god to put fozth. Great vndoub⸗ 
tedly is mannes vnabilitie fo reſiſt theſe eni⸗ 
mics: but pet(as J ſaydt) wee bee able to dot 
al things thꝛougb bim that ſfrengtbeneth vs: 
and that is the ſonne of God, out TLoꝛde and 
lauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Be of god cheere (ſaith 
be,)Jhane overcome the wozld . Therefore 
letvsbe of god cozage, and call continually {| 
bpon God fo belp,and(as our ſauiour coun- 
felleth vs) let vs not be weery of praying, - 
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eſchew a! occaſions of ſinning, let vs fozthib 
ſtop the ffptations at their firft enferance,4 let 
vs neuer ſuffer them to gather ſtrength. Fox 
when men ſtand oz tarry any thing long vp- 
pon filthy thoughtes, they runnejn daunger 
of being ouercome at the length. When we 
haue gotten the vpper bande , let vs buckle 
our ſelues new againe to the battell, und not 
imagine the conflict to be come yet to a finalt 
end. Foz wer muſte loke ſtill foz one temp⸗ 
tation in anothers necke Ind if we be ouer- 
tome, let vs not be out of hart fo2 it. Foz as it 
is true p one ſaid, that tu to wit, that the man 
which runnes away may fight againe: ſo is 
if as true, that the conquerour bath oftentimes 
bin ouercome of the vanquiſhed. Let vs dot 
our indenoz,that whatſotuer occaſlon our £- 
nempe gineth vs of ſinning, wee may take 
holde of if to doe well, and (as the pzoaerb 
ſayeth) lette vs cut bis fbzote with bis owne 
{wope. Right hard and difficult ſurely is the 
combate with our enimie, but yet is the vic- 
tozie eaſie by the helpe of God. Only let vs 
withſtand him manfuſly and with ſtoute co- 
ragt, and God will belpe our indeuot, E (fhat 
Imap vſe the Jpoſtles wozds) he wil freade 
powne Satan vndet out feete. When our 


mint tempteth vs, let vs alwayes call ta 
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mynd the hoztneſſe and vncertaintie of this 
lyfe,the.pzeſentnefſe of death at all times and 
in all places; tbe perill ot pnrepentantneſſe, £ 
the endlelſe punichments of bell, but lpccial- 
ly and aboue all thinges, Gods being pꝛe⸗ 
ſent tutrywhere, and the pꝛelence of the An⸗ 
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from al leude 4 wicked dtedez Hut alta from 
thinking vpon any thing d is vnboneſt. filthy, 
02 vucleane,if wee benot,viterly.govlefe x 
ſtark Epicures Finally\let-v4-innener tober 
fobze,x beware p our harts benot auercharged 
with ſurfeting-and dzynkenneſſe. But as th 
Church of God Ling in bemne t..

Laſt of all, let vs aſſure ourſelues, that in 
this harde and daungerous incounter againſt 
our inbꝛed cozuptio t p20nenes fo ſin againſl 
the innumerable inticements of the wozld; e 
againſt p pꝛince of darkneſſe,and-god of this 
wotld; whiche maintaineth vnreconcplable 
war againſt vs, the boly gboſt belpeth not p 
towards t bartles ſozt, noz ᷣ lag gards and 
ſlothtul ſozt, noꝛ luch as fit loytring and ydle 
as it were w their armes folded one wittzin 
another. Thertfoꝛe let vs not ſathe our ſelues 
in our owne-weakneſle, neither let vs cocker 
our owne nyceneſſe: but being armtdt weas 
poned with the ſpirituall furnifure that (ainf 
Paule maktth mention ok in the Epillle 
to the Epheſians, lette vs ioyne battell 
F. iiij. chtrekully, 
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cherrkully, as baliant in the Lord, and by the 
migbtinen of vis Arangth as (ith tut apoſtle, 
Let vs not glar bzyblewilfully to our affccs 
tions neither tet vs Aan timt unt wpl⸗ 
tingly from Gods gract. They that ſtrtyne 
thenſelues art helped kroin abone as tbey (ap, 
God giueth his holz wirit koꝛ Chalſt the mea⸗ 
diatozs lakt, to them that traue it. Thzough 
whoſe ayde and helpe,mats. infitmitie which 


elſe had bin vfterly vnable tbzongh.the ons 


powers of nature, is howe inabledby power 
from beauen,if it ſubmit it lelke thereto: : at 
ltaſtwile ſo wee fayle not ourſelues, but be- 
ware in any wif that we receiut not Gods 
grace in vaine. Foz although wee cannot by 
any mtants vfferly rote out quite ; clrane 
take awaye the coꝛrupt naughrmelle that is 
bed in vs. noꝛ plucke vp (as yet woaldt ſay) 
all the roteſtrin zs of it. ſo as nothing ſhouldt 
dt lefte:yet ſurely we map be able by the fur- 
tbtraunce ok Gods belpe, to ktepe it down 
aud alter a ſoꝛt to lubdue it, ſo as although 
We cannot btferly onerwhelme it 4 quench 
it that if might nener rebell yrt we may kept 
it, in the meane while from reigning x fron 
outrmaſtung of vs. So likewiſe may we be 
able to refule the intitements ot the world if 
We indcuoꝛ it with al our power: r to _ 
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ſande Safan,ifwe pit away the ouertenver⸗ 
ncſſe of 08r barten: and finally to get the vp- 
per bande ol our enimies, if we inloꝛte our 
ſtlues to it with all our parte and all our in 
deuoz: howbtit, not wer ( as the Apoſtle 
ſaith) but the grace of God with vs. Thert⸗ 
koze: lette vs cuermoze crane this grate at 
Gods hande truſtfully and without don 
tyng: iet vs flee thither fo ſacrour, vpon ace 
knowledgmwent of unt owne vnabilitle-to 
reſiſt : and let vs alſo yeeld our ſelues there» 
vnto. So will it come to paſſe, that th vic 
toꝛie which we could not atteynt by out own 
power, we ſhall atttyne by the belpe and kut⸗ 
tberanct of this grace, and that tough dur 
Lode Jeſas Cbꝛiſt, vader whole antlignts 
wer fyqht in the camp of bis Churche, and 
vnto whom we haue gtuen aur lelutꝝ in bap⸗ 
time, tenounting there tte woꝛlde and Bata 
the Lozde of the wozlde, witdall the poinpes 
and pleaſurts thereof. ''' Let vs followe this 
rightly: noble, viffozious, and frinmphante 
Graumdtaptaine, who both fncozageth'vs te 
fight,and inadleth vs to win: and both telee- 
ueth them that fapnt , and crowntth the that 
ouercoint, Foz this is be whichſaith in Apo⸗ 
calips; To him that onercommeth, J will

Be lapthfull untu the death,and J Wil giue 
bet a crownt ot lite. The ſame qe o 
miſeib to him that gefteth tue vpper tzandt 
both diliuerance fromthe (ccond-dedth ;-and 
Hidden Manna, andthe waiting of his nam 
in the bont oftife; and the ſitting by bim in 
pus ihꝛont. and then igbt ol Gods childun, :

Wypom woubd not ſo greate trwardes inco⸗ 
rage, Wert he neuer ſo ranke a cowardt ? wb 
Would they not thzuſt foꝛe ward, wert be ne⸗ 
ner ſo htauy a ſluggarde ? It we be chiiſtis 
ans let vs beleene God the letter foztbof ſud 
xt Wards for vs, and lette the lame rewardes 
kindle our coꝛages to dealt luſtuy. Foꝛ as foz 
bim that is not moued with luce rewardes, 
ſurelp he is little better tban an Epicure, and 
an vtter diſpyzer ol religion and a mã whoſe 
ſaluation is wel necrepaſt recouery.God the 
trernall father of our Lozde and 'Sayiour 
Atlas Chiiſt ;:be euer our ayde and hriye in 
dur continuall batte} agaynſt the. Fleſht, the 
Woo, and the Niuel; and ſuffer v nat to 
Unke oꝛ glue ouer, but deliner vs when wee 
ee-yntobim,from'that wicked wygbt wich 
leadeth away tbe whole wozlde after dym. 
Tobe hoxte, we beleech him to vauchlate ts 
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make bs able by his grace, to outrcome the 
fraplty of our fleſh, to eſchew the inticements, 
coruptions and infedions of the wozld, and 
to beware of the baytts, flightes,and deceytes 
of the diuell. And ſo,vnto him with the ſon 
and the holy Ghoſt, be all pꝛayſe, honoz and 
glozie foz euer and euer wozlde without end. 
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
